UEOUGB SOMTAG'S EXAMINATION 


J1KSUMED. 


William Lewis, th» Fireman of the 


Kobued Train, Tolls Ills 


Story. 


The examination of George Son tag, the 


alleged accomplice in the Kolinda train 
robbery, was commenced before Justice 
Prince yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
H. H. Welnh and Reel B. Terry ap- 
peared for the prosecution and Attorney 
N. C. Cold well for the defense. Tho 
court room was filled to overflowing, 
showing that interest in the case had 
not abated in spite of a rival sensation. 


Only one witness was examined, Will- 


iam Lewie, fireman on the robbed train, 
lie told of the stopping of the-tram aud 
the robbery, but his evidence did not in- 
criminate defendant in any way. 


William Lewie, sworn for" tho people, 
eMfied in substance aa follows: 
"Am 


ilmoal 1!) years of age and a resident of 
L'ulard. Hnve been a fireman on the 
•touttiorn 1'aciGc system ai^ce 18!)0. Have 
jeen running bince July 1, 1392, 00 the 
west eida branch, with Mr. 1'hippe as 
engineer. 


"I was fireman on tho night of the al- 


leged robbory. The various stations he; 
•,«eon Metidota itn.i Fresno are White's 
Urtdgu, Jauiinou, Collin, Kolinda and 
two others. They usually stop at Collie. 


''Wo arrived at Coilis two minutes 


lute and stopped there about one or two 
minutes. Saw only three parties on Uio 
engine when wo pulled out of Coin's— the 
engineer, fireman mid Mr. Bab. 


"Aftnr leaving Collis my attention was 


called to the presence of two men coming 
n over the tende-i. One- man covered 
Enginofir 1'liippB and the other covered 
nte; each had what appeared to be shot- 
guns. 
" We were made to stand up and obey 


orderg, 1'hippe was on the right hauil 
eido of the cab; I was standing in the 
corner opposite the engineer." 


Witness described the robbers as being 


Iressed as follows: 
One had on long 


inen duster, old pants, long beard. The 
other wore a short duster and overalls. 
Sach had pistols strapped on bis waist. 
)nehad a small black hat full of small 
boles; the other a broad black hat. 


Witness Bftid the robbere bold RUIIS on 


-he engineer, tiro man aud Bab, and 
;ave each a c'gar. The man with small 
load was talk ng to witness while the 
other maa was talking to Phipps. The 
.bree men were held under the robbers 
tuns for five minutes. Before the engine 
rot to Rolinda three shots were fired by 
,ho big man, five ininutbs after which 
the train was stopped by command of 
tho man with a big black hat. 


Tho flame man ordered 1'liipps to go 


out of the cab window to put out the 
lead 1 S^nt and witness was compelled to 
get dowu under the tank from the gang- 
way. The robber fired four shots over 
witness and emphasized hie remark with 
oaths. While under tho engine wit- 
ness beard six bombs fired. The ex- 
press car was one car back from the 
engine. 


Tho witness was taken around to tho 


express car by tho little man, who 
threw tho bomb into the car. Tho 
man with the big hut put the fireman 
In the express cnr, following himself. 
The robber told tho messenger to open 
the eafo and gat tho money. Fireman 
Lowis assisted tho moaceuger in gotiiug 
the eafo opon. They procured three 
hags from the safo and Homo paper. Tho 
messenger, Mr. Bab and two robbera 
walked down the track thirty yards and 
were ordered to fitop. The robbora Llion 
bade the three men goodnight aud wunt 
away. 


Ono bomb was exploded on tho eccen- 


tric ol the engine and broke it. 
WitnePfl 


and Engineer Phippa proceeded to get 
Lho onRi..Q in repair to go to Fresno. 
Tho entire robbory wus done in about 
thirty-Qvo minutes. Lowin said ho WAB 
anxious to sen what kind of eyes tho rob- 
bers bad. lie was aomewhat frightened 
aud obeyed orders without opposition. 
Mo stated in answer to a question that 
when he spoke of little and big men he 
simply meant that one man woro a largo 
hat and tho other a small one. 


Attorney Cold well subjected tho wit- 


ness to a searching cross-examination, 
but no new facia of much importance 
wore tillcitud. It boing quite late the 
court adjourned until this morning, when 
tho examination will be resumed. 


The special grand jurors were impan- 


eled btfore Judge Harris yosterduy and 
several of them were, upon examination, 
excused. The venire boing exhausted 
a special ono of fourteen was issued 
made returnable at 6 p.m. At that honr 
the jnry was completed ami it will go 
into deliberation this morning. 


Should tho grand jury bring in an in- 


dictment against H on tag bofore the ter- 
mination of the examination, the caeo 
will probably be dismissed then and 
them and the defendant bo roarresled 
under an indictment.
